2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-34 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a hair drying 
comprising a housing having an air inlet and an air outlet; a heater being positioned in said housing' a motor being positioned in said 
housing; and a fan being operatively connected to said motor, said fan having one or more hubs having a plurality of blades wherein 
said housing has an inner annular sleeve surrounding said fan, said inner annular sleeve being positioned to form an air gap between 
said housing and said inner annular sleeve or wherein said inner annular sleeve is positioned to form an air gap between said housing 
and said inner annular sleeve, and wherein said inner annular sleeve has one or more apertures or a controller for selectively 
controlling said one or more hubs and/or said motor to selectively and/or separately manipulate the operation thereof, wherein said 
one or more housing apertures are positioned between said air inlet and said air oudet or a fan being operatively connected to said 
motor and being positioned part-in and part-out of the housing or a quiet shot control switch for instantaneously reducing said 
rotational speeds of said fan to facilitate quieter operation thereof. 

Claims 1-34 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
